4 Ryapsopy in praife of E\RRETS. 
EFORE the Deluge mankind was 


not much troubled with dileates; life 
wasSthen long and healthful. This 
truth I take for granted ; fince the dif- 
putes about it concern the reafon of 
the thing, and not its reality. It was 
not then til] after this great fhock of 
nature, that Garrets were in ufe: 
when the feafons of the year were changed and became 
unequal, now hot, now cold; when the feminal princi- 
ples of life were daily impsired by intemperance, and by 
eating the flefh of animals, then were Garrets invented. 
Poor unhappy mortals were forced to leave their mother 
earth, and retire into another element; they found that 
it was impoflible for human nature to bear‘as much as it 
had borne before : the dampneis of the earth, the noxi- 
ous vapours which proceeded from the nce, and the dan- 
gers they were there fubjcct to, were evils to them into- 
Jerable: they therefore built themf{elves manfions in the 
air, to get out of the way of theile plagues. ‘This was 
the rife of Garrets. * ** 

In the firft place, no room can difpute with them for 
healthfulnefs : here the air is clearer and frefher, more 
fubjeét to winds, and of courfe lefs liable to any offenfive 
yapours than below. As health is the belt friend to ttudy, 
let.all bard itudents hither afcend: here free from noife 
and hurry they may enjoy their fouls, either making 
their courtto the Mules, who love that their admirers 
fhould approach chem alone aad in filence ; or peruiing 
the labours of the learned, to which thought and retire- 
ment are abfolutely neceflary. When men began to grow 
pumerous in cities, When trade thereby increated and 
noife of courfe, wife men always chole to cct out of the 
way into Garrets. There have greateit authors 
lived, there refigned their breath. There lived the inge- 
pious Gatitco, when he firit tricd his philoiophical 
glafles. By being in Gerrets much converiant, Boris 
and Newron happily formed and iuccefsiully peite tes 
the modern philofophy. There, and there only, could 
they ufe their Telefcopes to advantage, by whole fer- 
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attracting force, they could draw down the planets, and |) 


fix ftars to their nearer v cw, and with mortal eve tec 
and meafure the immenfly diitant motion of the heavenly 
bodies. 

The world can never make a fufiicient aclnowledg 
ment to Garrets, for the many valuable Hitlorians they 
have produced. Such was the initructing 
Crusok, equaily eileemed for his truth and moral:. 
Such were the learned authors of Tom Tuumn, of 
Thomas Hickarurirt, of Jack the Giant-hidler, and 
a thoufand more furprizing and agreeable hittorians, fome 
of them happily forced into Garrets by juilice, others 
voluntarily retiring thither. ‘here dwelt the famous 
Politicians, infallible Projeétors, and fagacious under 
itrappers of the itate. Naturally do men look up thi- 
ther to find the authors of thafe vailly witty DPieces, 
fome of which daily, fome weekly amufe and divert the 
curious and the idle: and indecd where elfe should they 
look for them but in Garreis? which are the livelieil 
emblems of Parnaffus, being high and difficult of accets, 
and abounding with learned men. For fince that comi- 
cal devil.Fortune has refclved to make 11] Poets and Wits 
_ to their great happinefs they have been banithed 

y the confent of all men into Garrets: for there they 
pay the leaft rent, and ehere they are delivered from their 
mortal enemy the Dun, whole afpect, threatening juitice, 
there they ceafe to fear: for by experience they know his 
tread at the bottom of the ficirs, imimediately the key 
flies from the lock, every thieg is compoted and huih’d : 
curfing he retires difappointed, leaving joy and gladuels 
behind him. 

Here I imagine my reader quite tired, crying out ina 
poffion, Who ever read fuch damn’d itupid fiuff as this f 
I have no more patience, faith! What an ille wretch 
this was, who had nothing elfe to do but to write fuch 
trifles as thefe! —— But, candid and gentle reader, re- 
fame thy patience for two or three minutes, and L allure 
thee upon my reputation, that thou wilt not repent of fo 
doing : for, for rich and great men, fuch I prctume thou 
art, was this Paper written, tho’ I have not as yet directed 
any partof itto them; but herr what lolows, 

From my infancy have Lapplied my ftudies to the fer- 
‘Vice of the nobility and: genfry of this nation; with 
what fuccefs time muft difedve?’ Night and cay, in heat 
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\Trnpatu fhal! live, the Glory of our Age, 
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i Prom flavith Fetters trees the Heav’n born mind. 


and cold, have I been employed drudging for their wel 
fare ; and in endeavouring by al! means to preferve thei: 
health and wits, I have almoit ruined and loft my own 
Phave marked then, noblernen and gentlemen; in the 
Courfe of my obfervations, that few or none of you fre- 
quent Garrets: and I’m atraid, that moit of you will 
own this, and fome of you glory in it; but believe for 
once a fincere friend who {corns to flatter you. 

In all grand houfes, every body knows, that the fervants 
lodge in the Garrets, as if they only ought to be religi- 
ous and pious, and to mind heavenly things. Have not 
you, gentlemen, an intereft in another life as well as 
they ? Moft certainly. Why then do you defpife fome 
of the chief means to virtue, flying from Garrets with 
as much eagernefs as you would from hell. The Roman 
Satyrilt tells us, that Garrets were in great repute among 
his countrymen. all the time of the commonwealth : 
but when pride and luxury, and the contempt of the 
Gods came in with the Emperors, then the grandeces 
lett their Garrets, and let them out to the poor people 5 
intimating’ hereby to us, that it was natural for them to 
leave their Garrets, when they became proud, luxurious, 
and irreligious, 1 cannot make the fame application, 
which this cenforious gentleman does, becaufe 1 know a 
great many of the nobility of this land free from thele 
crimes: but if any one is guilty of them, which I with 
I could not f{uppofe with any reafon, I dare with the 
greateit confidence charge them upon the negleét of Gar- 
rets. Foras the want of religion molt commonly pro- 
ceeds from the want of knowledge, or from iis not be- 
ing rightly applied ; what can give men a greater light 
into thefe two neceilary points, than fometimes to retire 
into their Garrets ? There they have the greateft advan- 
tages for improving their fludies 5 there fecing themielves 
io nigh heaven, they will naturally reflect, that as they 





are mounted above others in place, fo they ought allo 
to be in virtue. ‘Tihefe obvious meditations will certainly 
make their fiudies take aright turn for the fervice of 
cheir country, and the honour of their religion. Thus

Without ainan raifes his body 
above his fellow creatures, it feldom happens that he 
can raiie his mind; dwelling upon the carth, he will 
mind earthly things, and them only. Lofty Garrets give 
us fublime theugiits ; for this reaton the Grubean fages 
have exalted their Socicty in point of fame above all So- 
cieties, Which will endure wiitle we have the wildom to 
ive in Garrets, Which will Le as long as we are a Socicty.
